3. My. Bannerman expressed hia appreciation to those present 
fer their interest in our problems, and briefly reiterated the 
continuing interest the Agency had expressed over a periad of

years, both to the GSA and others (including BPR, Department 
of Commerce, and the Federal Highway Administrator) regarding 
the subject property including the Saattergood~Thorne Tract. 
mr. Bannerman indicated that although the Agency had ac 
imminent pians for construction on the subject iand he never— 
theless feit that it was essential at this time, in view of 
GSA's current action in making an excess property survey of 
the BPR installation, to express the Agency's seed for addi~ 
tional area aad space in the Headquarters (.aagley) area, 

#0 that any disposal action on the part of GSA vould include 
a consideration of the Ageney'= requirements. «ar, Sannernan 
presented to ir. Kiagsley photographic cepies of twe tapeo- 
graphical plana showing the Ageacy's current location on the 
Langley property and the additional area vith an artist's 
concept of possible oilidings and parking areas needed for 

an orderly continuation of Ageacy functions. (This additiona! 
area composed of the Scattergood-Thorne property and a section 
of BPR's current hotdings totals 164 acres). ur. Bannerman 
explained that the terrain (ridges, gulleys, and hills) and 
the traiftic flow in the existing Agency ares seriously limits 
additional construction. He also mentioned the need for nore 
building space necessitated by increasing sophistication of 
intelligence developments, and the desirability to consolidate 
such buildings at Langley to improve security and administrative 
efficiency. Ur. Bannerman assured those present that the 
Agency has always been and will continue to be above board with 
BPR and there was no desire to interfere in any way with their 
iaterests. For this reason, Hr. Bannerman explained, he had, 
prior to the subject meeting, briefed kr. Charles F. Scheffey, 
Director of Research, Federal Highway Administration, of the 
action the Agency was taking with GSA on this matter. Also, 
prier correspondence between the Agency and BPE substantiates 
this pelicy. 


4. t&. Nunnally advised that GSA‘s report on the excess 
property survey of the BPR land was completed and would be 
discussed with appropriate BPR officials. 


S. Mr. Kingsley advised ir. Bannerman that he felt the 
action ur. Bannerman bad taken in briefing the General Services 
Administration on the subject matter at this time was most 
appropriate and the Agency's interests would be officially 
recognized, In direct response to ir. Bannerman's questions, 
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whether or vot a formal letter reiterating the Agency’s position 
as outiined should be directed to GSA, Hr. Kingsley sac 
that he did sot consider it seceseary.
